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INTRODUCTION 


Children  naturally  have  little  interest  in  their  an¬ 
cestors  until  they  become  parents,  and  I,  too,  was  once  a  child. 
One  day,  I  realized  that  the  ancestors  of  my  children  consisted 
of  five  groups,  sharply  distinguished  from  one  another  locally 
and  mentally,  but  fairly  homogeneous  within  themselves,  partly 
inbred,  as  far  as  it  can  be  ascertained  from  known  records, 
seldom  dating  back  more  than  300  years* 

In  the  following  compilation  these  groups  are  treated 

separately  for  the  above  reason  and  in  order  to  facilitate 

searching*  The  arrangement  is  self-explanatory  from  the  table 

at  the  end  of  this  introduction*  The  numbering  of  ancestors 

is  the  customary  one:  the  father  receives  twice  the  number 

of  his  child,  the  mother  adds  one  to  this  number*  Pour  groups 

are  evident  with  the  grandparents;  one  group  is  split  into 

a 

two  in  the  preceding  generation*  Entries  for  individuals 
comprise:  name,  religion,  occupation,  born,  married  and  died 
(date:  ~day,\  month,  year),  locality. 

As  soon  as  records  were  kept,  at  about  1500  to  1600, 
these  groups  appear  well  established  in  their  districts; 
presumably  inbreeding  had  occurred  to  some  extent*  Possible 
admixtures  like  Celtic-Swedish  Mongolian  in  Upper  Bavaria,

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Slavic  in  the  Mark  Meissen,  Celt ic-Danish-Korman  in  England 
may  have  occurred  previously.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
sixteenth  and  seventeenth  centuries,  the  groups  were  com¬ 
paratively  homogeneous,  excepting  minor  foreign  influences 
caused  by  local  wanderings  and  political  events  which,  for 
example,  caused  the  French  Huguenot  family  Karra  to  appear 
in  the  lines  from  the  Palatinate. 

The  classification  according  to  occupation  is 
simple.  All  ancestors  with  very  few  exceptions,  like  the 
Thuringian  family  of  pastors,  Spindler,  were  peasants  cr 
small  farmers  until  about  1800-1850. 

In  the  lines  from  Upper  Bavaria,  the  non-farming 
occupations  appear  early.  Johann  TCieser  became  miller  in 
the  Pullach-mill ,  a  combination  of  flour,  oil  and  sawmills. 

The  Esterers  appear  since  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth 
century  as  traders;  mostly  they  were  "Bierf^eahrer" — we 
would  call  them  now  "beer-truckers. a  They  also  traded  grain 
and  kept  a  small  homestead.  They  seem  to  be  technically- 
minded.  Besides  the  engineer  and  founder  of  a  factory, 
mentioned  below,  Borne  members  of  the  family  are  architects. 

In  the  Thuringian  families  there  appears  an  inn¬ 
keeper  of  whom  details  are  lacking.  The  Meissners  often  were 
"Richter,"  i.e.  mayors  of  the  village,  and  they  had  learned 
a  trade,  which  was  compulsory  for  every  farmer  in  Kassenhaueen. 
The  village  was  a  "fortified  village"  with  wall  and  moat  and 
thus  provided  for  defense  and  siege.

Also  the  Burt  family  early  took  up  mechanical  and 
technical  occupations.  Although  William  Austin  and  hi3  sons 
grew  up  on  a  farm  as  pioneers,  their  main  occupation  was  sur¬ 
veying  of  the  then  Northwest  Territories.  William  Austin  was 
an  inventor  with  a  keen  power  of  observation  (cf.  preface  to 
the  U. S.  lines) . 

It  is  a  curious  coincidence  that  in  th8  same  genera¬ 
tion  the  corresponding  member  of  the  Esterer  line  occupied 
himself  with  mechanics.  It  is  believed  that  he,  acting  on  the 
advice  of  two  traveling  mechanics,  founded  the  still  extant 
foundry  and  machine  works,  Esterer  in  Allotting. 

On  this  occasion,  another  coincidence  may  be  mentioned. 
Mari©  Johanna  Meissner,  no.  5,  had  seven  children,  as  did  her 
great-grandmother,  Maria  Susanna  Ehrhardt,  no.  47.  The  sequence 
of  boys  end  girls,  their  appearance  and  even  their  names  were 
similar. 

The  family  Obert  seems  to  have  worked  in  transportation 
early.  They  traveled  far  as  bargemasters.  The  lines  from  the 
Palatinate  appear  to  have  been  small  farmers,  school  teachers 
and  pastors. 

As  a  whole,  the  occupations  of  the  ancestors  in  this 
compilation  seem  relatively  uniform.  With  few  exceptions  they 
became  mechanics,  engineers  and  chemists  after  leaving  their 
farms. 

The  religious  classification  is  likewise  simple. 
Families  from  Upper  Bavaria  and  Lower  Erankonia  are  Catholic

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throughout;  those  iron  Thuringia,  the  Palatinate  and  the 
United  States  are  Protestant.  The  Thuringian  lines  became 
Protestants  early,  in  the  sixteenth  century,  and  are  Lutheran. 
The  lines  from  the  Palatinate  appear  to  have  been  "reformed" 
(reformiert)  at  times.  Families  in  the  United  States  were 
partly  Quakers,  partly  Baptist  (Curtis). 

Short  prefaces  give  further  details  for  each  group 
of  families.

Coats  of  arms  are  of  no  interest  for  ma  and  were  not 
investigated.  I  may  mention  one  E3terer  coat  of  arms  on  a 
tombstone  in  Alt at ting,  showing  a  fence  with  a  gate.  This  was 
used  for  the  interpretation  of  the  name  Ester er.  While 
interpretations  of  most  other  surnames  are  universally  recog¬ 
nized,  this  is  not  the  case  for  the  surname  Esterer.  It 
seems  to  be  somewhat  safe  to  say  that  the  root  E3ter-  is  South- 
German,  and  the  particular  form  Esterer,  Bavarian- Austrian, 
the  form  Esterle  being  Swabian.  One  interpretation  of  Esterer 
as  equivalent  to  Austerer,  i.e.  coming  from  the  East,  was 
perhaps  based  on  the  former  Bavarian  spelling  0 esterer  (there¬ 
fore,  oe  pronounced  e,  not  e).  This  interpretation  may  not  be 
correct  since  Esterers  are  found  exclusively  in  the  East,  the 
ancient  Ostmark,  nowadays  Upper  Bavaria  and  Austria,  thereby 
losing  its  mark  of  distinction  implied  in  a  designation  of 


provenience. 


' 
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A  second  suggestion  is  to  correlate  Esterer  with 
the  Bavarian  word  Ester  “  cleared  and  fenced-in  land.  This, 
however,  has  not  been  confirmed.  In  support  of  this  suggestion 
there  are  quoted  the  above  coat  of  anas  and  names  of  localities 
composed  with  Ester-,  e.g.  Esterberg  Aim  near  Garmisch. 

A  third  interpretation,  that  of  Heintze-Cascorbi, 
appears  to  have  found  widespread  recent  adoption.  This 
interprets  Ester  as  derived  from  Esstor,  Esterer  then  meaning 
the  guard  at  the  Esstor,  i.e.  the  gate  leading  out  of  the  town 
to  the  grounds  of  the  community.  This  means  that  Esterer  would 
be  a  professional  designation  originated  in  the  Middle  Ages 
and  the  bearers  of  this  name  were  not  related.  Against  this  it 
might  be  held  that  if  the  above  is  correct,  the  name  Esterer 
should  occur  throughout  the  Reich,  at  least  throughout  Upper 
Germany,  which  is  not  the  case.  The  occurrence  of  Esterer  is 
limited  to  Upper  Bavaria  and  Austria,  and  due  to  the  Bavarian 
conservatism  there  are  practically  no  Esterers  to  be  found  in 
any  other  part  of  Germany  or  outside  of  it.  As  far  as  I  could 
ascertain,  only  two  families  out  of  the  lines  mentioned  here 
have  left  Bavaria,  between  about  1880  and  1900,  one  of  them  being 
without  progeny.

Another  possible  derivation  of  tha  name  Esterer  ia 
from  the  Hungarian  f,eatau  ~evening.  Mr.  Evening  ia  in 
Hungarian  "eata6rM.  In  favor  of  this  derivation  would  be 
the  occurrence  in  Hungary  of  similar  names,  like  “E'sta rhazy ” , 
and  the  fact  that  moat  Eatarera  are  at  home  in  Austria  (united 
with  Hungary  politically  for  centuries)  and  only  one  family 
appears  in  Upper  Bavaria  (Andrae  Oesterer,  L 7 IQ »  Erlataett 
bai  Traunstein)  from  whom  apparently  dll  other  Eaterers  in 
Germany  have  descended.  -  Against  thia  interpretation  is 
the  fact  that  the  first  known  spelling  of  the  name  was  Paste rer 
which  was  changed  in  about  1750  to  Esterer  because  the  people 
in  Upper  Bavaria  cannot  pronounce  the  diphthong  _oa  but  flatten 
it  to  long  German  _e:  ^  a*  In  contrast,  the  Hungarian  _e  in

It  seen 3  that  inbreeding  in  these  lines  is  not  as 
strong  as,  for  example,  in  those  from  Thuringia.  This  may  be 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  farms  were  not  divided  among  the 
children,  as  in  the  Palatinate,  but  inherited  by  the  oldest. 

The  younger  ones  often  preferred  to  move  away. 

The  families  appear  to  be  typical  Upper  Bavarians 
with  all  the  characteristics  of  knotty  backwoods  men.  The 
Ester ers  in  particular  are  conspicuous  for  their  somewhat  clumsy 
way  of  acting,  a  great  contrast  to  the  much  more  polished  people 
from  Erankania  or  the  Palatinate.  Joseph  Ssterer  (16)  was 
proverbial  for  his  sulkiness.  These  shortcomings  were  com¬ 
pensated,  however,  by  reliability,  thoroughness,  intelligence 
and  an  abundance  of  health  and  physical  strength. 

The  surnames  originate  from  the  dialect  and  are  self- 
explanatory  like  most  surnames  and  names  of  localities  in 
Upper  Bavaria.  Exceptions  are  the  names  Esterer,  discussed 
in  rhe  Introduction  and  Kaiser,  vmich  may  be  derived  from 
Caesar  or  from  Kaser3  cheese-maker.

Lines  from  Thuringia  (or  Province  of  Saxonia) 


A  glance  on  the  map  shows  that  the  families  from  the 
old  Mark  Meissen  lived  in  a  very  small  section  of  the  country. 
This  in  combination  with  the  tendency  to  stay  at  home  explains 
the  strong  inbreeding,  conspicuous  by  the  frequency  of  the 
same  names.  This  causes  a  great  loss  of  ancestors  and  a 
frequent  displacement  of  generations  (cf.  Susanna  Gunther, 
no.  3015-3019-3023-3049  and  others),  reminding  one  of  the  man 
who  was  his  own  grandfather. 

A  strong  influx  of  Slavic  elements  is  undoubtedly 
present  because  this  part  of  Germany  was  a  border  province 
after  the  migration.  Taking  the  river  Saale  as  the  frontier 
against  the  Slavs,  the  Mark  was  not  necessarily  a  colony,  al¬ 
though  there  are  hints  of  such  colonization,  such  as  the  name 
Hassenhausen,  supposedly  derived  from  the  Hessians  »  Hessen, 
latin  Chatten;  and  the  fact  that  Hassenhausen  was  a  "fortified 
village"  may  have  its  origin  in  colonial  days.  Some  families, 
as  the  Grobers,  lived  in  the  Mark  since  1100  A.D.,  so  that  one 
may  call  this  group  of  families  the  Thuringian  or  Meissner 
group,  although  that  part  of  the  country  belonged  for  a  long 
time  to  the  Grand  Duchy  of  Saxon i a  and  became  the  Province  of 
Saxonia  in  1815. 

As  far  as  I  know,  there  is  some  literature  on  the 
history  of  Hassenhausen,  but  already  the  family  dates  relate 
of  the  vicissitudes  of  this  pretty  and  fertile  country,  of 
the  centuries  of  border  fights,  succeeded  by  religious  wars, 
which  changed  the  landscape.  Nowadays,  for  instance,  a  small 
forest  is  called  Diebisches  Holz  (thievish  wood).  This  is 
the  place  where  prior  to  the  Thirty  Years'  War  there  was  a 
village  called  Diebitzsch  (presumably  a  Slavic  name).  At  that 
time,  the  population  was  so  decimated  by  the  plague  that 
entire  families  disappeared  (Andreas  Sthtzer,  Elias  Sacer, 

Martin  Hirschfeld).  Also  in  the  following  centuries  the 
country  was  seldom  spared  the  horrors  of  war  (e.g.,  seven 
years'  war  of  Frederick  II),  climaxing  in  the  Napoleonic  cam¬ 
paign  of  1806.  The  so-called  battle  of  Jena  was  actually  fought* 
outside  of  Hassenhausen  and  farm  houses  nowadays  still  show 
built-in  cannonballs,  falling  into  the  village  during  the  battle. 
Part  of  the  inhabitants  fled  into  the  rock  salt  mines  near  Bad 
Ko'sen,  and  it  is  said  that  Marie  Luise  Dohler  was  born  on  the 
way  to  the  mine. 

Otherwise,  these  tumultuous  events  have  left  no 
visible  trace  on  the  country,  which  with  its  soft  lines  and 
numerous  roads,  lined  with  fruit  trees,  reminds  one  of  old 
gravures.  The  soil  is  quite  fertile  and  was  tilled  for  1000

years  in  small  lots  of  about  fifty  acres  by  their  owners,  who 
usually  live  to  an  old  age*  An  especially  pleasant  custom  may 
be  mentioned;  viz.,  to  ask  a  person  by  letter  from  the  parent 
to  be  godfather  to  the  child,  the  wording  of  these  letters  being 
a  sign  of  a  high  standard  of  manners* 

I  do  not  want  to  discuss  the  meaning  of  surnames  here* 
Only  about  the  name  '’Meissner”  I  should  like  to  mention  that 
the  interpretation  by  Heintze-Cascorbi,  Meissner  -  from  the 
(dd)  Mark  Meissen  =  cloth  traders,  is  not  satisfactory.  Although 
persons  bearing  the  name  of  Meissner  occur  throughout  the 
Reich,  they  are  most  frequent  just  in  the  Mark  Meissen*  This 
situation  parallels  that  of  the  Esterers  in  Austria*

The  Anglo-American  Lines 


The  families  belonging  to  this  group  axe  without 
exception  of  British,  Scotch  and,  perhaps,  Irish  stock. 

They  emigrated  comparatively  early  to  the  New  England 
States  and  until  about  1750-1800,  led  a  hard  life  as  settlers 
and  fishermen.  In  this  first  period,  considerable  inbreeding 
took  place.  After  that  time,  the  families  moved  gradually  west¬ 
ward,  so  that  today,  most  of  its  members  live  in  California. 

In  a  few  cases,  the  birthplaces  of  the  first 
emigrants  in  England  are  known,  but  the  families  have  not  been 
traced  back  farther. 

In  the  Burt  family,  attempts  have  been  made  to 
trace  the  line  back  to  England,  lire.  Albert  Tetlow,  of  Taunton, 
Massachusetts,  had  some  indication  that  the  family  came  from 
Caundlemaxsh,  Dorsetshire,  England,  but  proof  is  lacking. 
Research  done  by  the  Society  of  Genealogists,  London,  England, 
has  shown  so  far  that  this  is  very  probable  but  that  the 
parish  registers  of  Caundlemarsh  were  destroyed  by  fire,  and 
that  the  combination  of  Richard  and  Burt  (or  Birte,  Byrtte) 
was  fairly  common  at  that  time. 

Richard  (no.  1536)  did  not  sail  for  North  America 
but  went  first  to  Barbados.  After  a  few  years  there,  he  cams 
to  Taunton,  Massachusetts. 

In  the  Burt  family,  William  Austin  Burt  (no.  24) 
was  the  most  prominent  member  and  considerable,  though  fruitless, 
effort  has  been  made  by  his  family  to  win  him  a  place  in  the 
Hall  of  Fame  in  Washington,  D.C.,  for  his  invention  of  the 
first  typewriter  (U.8.  Pat.  no.  259  of  July  23,  1829),  of  the 
solar  compass  and  an  equatorial  sextant  (all  patented  in  the 
United  States).  The  compass  was  exhibited  in  the  First  World 
Exhibition  in  London  in  1851  and  won  a  bronze  medal,  as  well 
as  compliments  from  the  astronomer  H&rschel .  On  account  of 
this,  the  Richard  Burt  family  tree  was  investigated  but  never 
published.

Tile  families  from  Lower  Frankonia,  lived  closely 
around  Langenprot  zelt en.  They  were  mostly  small  farmers* 
There  axe  also  shepherds,  tailors,  a  customs  collector  and  a 
schoolteacher*  Several  Oberts  were  loggers,  who  floated 
booms  or  rafts  down  the  river  Rhine  to  the  Low  Countries* 

The  origin  of  the  families  does  not  seem  to  have 
been  investigated.  There  is,  however,  a  collective  investiga¬ 
tion  for  all  families  with  the  name  Obert,  carried  out  by 
Dr*  Anton  Obert,  Aalsn,  Wurttemberg.  According  to  him,  it  is 
not  improbable  that  the  Oberts  bave  immigrated  into  that  part 
of  the  country,  but  this  is  not  proved*  Obert  may  be  a 
typical  Frankish- French  name,  which  might  explain  its  occur¬ 
rence  in  France.  In  general,  Oberts  occur  in  Southwestern 
Germany  and  in  such  parts  as  were  settled  from  there,  e.g* 
Rumania*

There  seems  to  be  a  general  similarity  of  these 
lines  and  those  from  Lower  Frankonia  and  a  marked  contrast 
between  them  and  the  families  from  Upper  Bavaria.  Thle  is 
little  surprising,  considering  the  fact  that  Frankonia  as  well 
as  the  Palatinate  are  populated  by  the  same  tribe,  commonly 
referred  to  as  the  Rhine- Franks.  In  contrast  to  the  hard, 
tough  and  sometimes  grouchy  Upper  Bavarians  (no.  16),  the 
people  in  the  Palatinate  appear  to  be  sunnier  and  full  of  life 
and  humor.  They  axe  industrious,  and  dexterous,  both  with 
their  hands  and  when  dealing  with  people. 

Since  the  Palatinate  became  Protestant  soon  after 
the  Reformation,  members  of  this  line  are  all  Protestant. 

Some  axe  Lutherans,  while  others  axe  Reformed  (of.  intro¬ 
duction).  The  fact  that  the  people  of  the  Palatinate  were 
Protestants  may  have  been  a  reason  for  the  settling  of  the 
French  Huguenot  family  Karra  in  this  beautiful  small  country.
